Oecan Freight on Cattle, 


The Dominion Live Steck Association 
deem it their duty to bring to the atten- 
tion of the Canadian pubiic 4 matter 
which bas already done much to injure, 
and if allowed to continue threatens al- 
most the total destruction of ene of Can- 
ada’s greatest industries, namely the ex- 
port of live cattle to Great Britain. 

When it is remembered that since the 
es‘ablishment of this trade about the 
year 1875, it has brought back to Canada 
in cash over $75,000,000, the price of 
Canadian cattle seld in Great Britain, it 
becomes at once apparent how deeply 
this industry affects the interests ‘of the 
whole country. 

The fellowing were the ex

Whilst the scheduling of Canadian cat- 
tle was one great caure for this decline, 
another anda preventible one is also 
operating in the same direction. If the 
trade were in a healthy condition it might 
be able to stand some drawbacks, but as 
ifthe seheduling were not misfortune 
eneugh, most if not all of the vessel own- 
ers have an understanding or combina- 
tion, whereby they charge such treight as 
they clioose. 

Owing to quarantine regulations, Can- 
adiam cattle cannot be shipped through 
the United States to Burope. Thus the 
whole export trade is confined to one 
Canadian port, that of Montreal, the 
head of ocean steamship navigation. 

To this one point must come all Can- 
adian csttle intended for the English 
market, and there be shipped by one or 
other of the few lines of steamers sailing 
between that port and Great Britain. 

Fach line has its representative at 
Montreal, and what is easier than for 
these representatives to meet weekly or 
oftener, and combine asto cattle rates. 
They have their agents in Fngland, cab 
hng them eonstantly as to the price of 
cattle. If it goes up, they put up the 
freight rates, including rates for cattle 
already on board Ifthe price falls, 
rates donot come down in proportion. 
If there isa large quantity of cattle at 
Montreal, the vessel men combine to ex- 
act excessive rates. 

Ifthe markets improve and shippers 
want to ship in time to take advantage of 
sach improvements, up go the rates. In 
fact, every state of the market er exigen- 
cy of the cattle trade seems to be taken 
advantage of by the vessel men, to levy 
excestive rates. Buyers cannot ascertain 
before buying what the rates will be. 

Thus with a well-grounded fear of 


being charged excessive rates, they have 
to buyin ignorance of what the vessel 
men willcharge tocarry the cattle to 


market. 


The rate may be $7 a haad, or it may 


be $17.50. 


This uncertainty alone makes 


cattle buying extremely hazardous to the 


great prejudice, in some cases, 
farmer who sells, in others, of the buyer. 
Why should a legitimate industry be re- 
duced to the level of gambling ! 

Buyers, who in buying have not reck- 
oped ona sudden squeeze by the vessel 
men, have lost heavily, some even being 
ruined or driven out of the trade. In 
any event this very element of uneertain- 
ty remders it extremely difficult forthe 
buyers te know what they may safely 
offer for cattie. Asarule, shippers do 
not know what the rates are to be, until 
the cattle have been purchased, Lrought 
to Mentreal, and loaded, and the vesse! 
18 ready te sail. 

In some casee the rate is fixe: after the 
has sailed with the cattle on board.

dealers have straggled in vain against the 
powerful vessel combination but are 
unable to break it. 

It directly concerns the Canadian farm- 
er. Ifhe isto be paid the fair value «f 
his cattle it must be possible to market 
them at reasonable rates, im fact as cheap- 
ly as his American rival does. 

Bot this question concerns more than 
the Canadian farmer. The farmer in 
old Canada especially is being obliged to 
change his mode of farming. by feeding 
his grain instead of seiing it. Ifthe 
market for his cattle is destroyed what 
becomes of his industry ‘ 

Thus, every Canadian is deeply con- 
cermed in guarding this must important 
branch of Canadian husbandry, and we 
ask shall one great powerful interest 
stand at the gateway ef Canadian com- 
merce ana arbitrarily levy tribute upen 
one of our most important industries, or 
shall Parliament be asked promptly to 
deai with this abuse of power and thus 
prevent further injury ‘ 

A bill seeking to remove these grievan- 
ces has been iatroduced into Parliament 
by Mr. Muleck, so that the whole subject 
will likely be discussed onthe toor of 
Parliament on the second reading of the 
Bill. Ir introducing the Bill, Mr. Mu- 
lock stated that he was not wedded to 
the methods suggested by his Bili, if any 
better could be proposed, and he stands 
prepared to co-operate with the (riovern- 
ment or any member of the House in 
orderto accomplish the end aimed st, 
namely, the restoration ef the cattle 
trade to a hea’thy basis, by the preven- 
tion of excessive and uneertain rates 
which are now strangling it. Therefore 
the question may be discussed on the 
basis of an existing evil, which, in the 
interest of our country, demands some 
effective remedy and that forthwith. 

As the whole subject will be diseussed 
in Parliament, and it isto be hoped a 
solution arrived at this session, it is of 
vital interest to Canada that the decision 
of Parliament shall be in the direction of 
relief from the oppression now existing. 
Therefore it is important that public 
attention be now directed towards this 
issue involved. in the hope that public 
opinion may be evoked for the guidance 
of the peoples representatives in Parlis- 
ment. 

Under these circumstances the Com- 
mittee of the Dominion Live Stock As- 
suciation, appointed to promote the 
necessary legislation forthe prevention 
of excessive, uncertain and arbitrary 
ocean freights, rates and methods, in-

NATURAL WAM. 


Something Much Like tt Found on the 
Pacific Coast. 


The probability is announced of quan- 


| tities of natural wax being obtainable 


along the coast from the Columbia River 
The material is known 
as mineral wax, native paraffin, osoker- 
ite, or ozocerite, a hydro-carbon com- 
pound—hydrogen 15 per cent, and carbon 
85 per cent. variable—and is supposed 
to be derived from bituminous and lig- 


| nite coal formation by infiltration and 


crystallization; generally found in the 
neighborhood of coal and lignite beds 
and in the bituminous clays or shales. 
In consistency and translucency it is 4 
resinous wax, With structure sometimes 
foliated; color brown or yellowish 
by transmitted light; a leek green by 
reflected light; odor aromatic, and hav- 
ing the characteristics and feeling of 
beeswax that has been lying for some 
time in water. 

It is mined in variable quantities in 
Germany, Austria, Turkey and England, 
nssociated with the soft coal and lig- 
nite beds; in Galicia alone about 30,- 
000 tons have been mined since its dis- 
covery there some 35 years aco, and the 
whole product of the United States in 
1890 is estimated at about 850,000 
pounds. It has been used successfully,

ALUMINUM. 


alEep-rt From Deleth Says ic Wilt Be 
Ceueap. 

The patent office authorities sent to 
Duluth a chemical expert on an appli- 
cation for a patent for a new process of 
obtaining aluminum from its oxide, says 
the New York Sun. The process = in- 
cludes chemical combinations heretofore 
supposed to be impossible, and on this 
ground the application for a patent wae 
rejected, the method being termed in- 
operative. Three entirely satisfactory 
tests were made by the Government 
chemist, and be has returned to Washing- 
ton. A copy of his report to the patent 
office was received here. After de- 
tailing the tests as made by himeelf he 
says that the process is operative, that 
it appears to be almost perfect in its 
results in obtaining the entire aluminum 
value of the oxide. 

The discoverer of this process and his 
Duluth associates say they can produce 
pure aluminum at 4 price considerably 
below that of any of the electrical pro- 
cesses, and cheaper, bulk for bulk, than 
copper. Experiments have been under 
way here, where the clay is rich in 
aluminum, for much over a year, looking 
to the perfection of the process. It was 
first discovered by a German chemist 
with friends in this city.

ABOUT RELIGIOUS RITES, 


Sacrifices Seem to be Common 
to All the Earth's Religions, 


PRACTICES OF THE ORIENTALS. 


Various Gacrificiel Rites-The Brahmin 
Practices: — Human Sacrifices — The 
Morans Rales-Evrly Coristian Rites 
and Ceremontes. 


India and Egypt are the fatherlands of 
mystery and faith. Arabia gave us 
| language in the present cycle of the de- 
velopment of mankind and the numer- 
als 1, 2, 3. According to the Koran. 
“every age hath its book of revelation.” 
Religion entered the soul of man, and art 
; and ecience were born. A noble rever- 
ence reared the sacred shrine, and the 
happy heart of humanity throbbed with 
hope. Philosophy and the poetic muse 
flourished where ancient tomb and tem- 
ple mutely mark the flight of time. 
| The modern pen cannot reveal what the 
Oriental of the ages gone has failed to 
| record. The epochs that gave peoples 
and pointers to the world lie hidden in 
j the grandeur of their obscurity. It was 
, More convenient to erase the Sanscrit 
| seroll than read it. Confucius wished 
| for longer time to make himself thor 
| oughly master of the wisdom of anti- 
| quity. Three thousand five hundred 
| years had been reckoned, teeming with 
j events before his time. 
THE BRAHMIN SACRIFICE. 


He and his disciples practised the then 


| ancient ceremony of offering sacrifices 
| on mountains. 
| Vedas, is considered as having sacrificed 
| himself for creation— self-immolated to 
give humanity existence—* 
once both sacrificer and vietim.” 

When the Brahmin altars crumbled the 
| prayers of mortals were addressed to 
images in the temples and pagodas, and 
these Buddha attempted to overthrow. 
Private revelation had spread through- 
out the world. 

Moses and the prophets of the Hebrews 
| knew no Trinity—no Father, Son and 
| Holy Ghost. God was a stern, merciless 
Jesus taught the unity of 
the Supreme Being. 

The Apostles gathered the brambles of 
trinity from the Brahminical theology of 
the east. Brahma as God the Father, Vichu 
as the Son, incarnate in Christua, Siva 
the Spirit, were taught for thousands of 
} years throughout India and Asia. 
|} The sacrifices and sacraments of this 
| creed were literally lapped up by the 
| Judaic-Christian Church. For example, 
| baptism migrated from the Ganges to the 
| Jordan, and in time the waters of these

holy rivers rose to the baptismal fonts, 
because the candidates could not be con- 
veniently presented on the sacred shores; 
and then followed the water of purifica- 
tion, seasoned with salt and aromatics 
to keep it sweet. Also, public confessions 
were the rule in the early times of the 
Church, but two centuries after Christ 
the bishops instituted private eonfession. 

SACRIFICES IN ALL RELIGIONS. 
| Along with many other customs of the 
| East came the sacrifice. Christ on the 
cross was a voluntary sacrifice for the 
salvation of mankind, 

Sacrifice holds a most important 
| in all religions. It originated in a state 
of the human mind, which, if not quite 
as primitive as that which gives rise to 
prayer, is, nevertheless, so early that it 
is practically inseparable from it. The 
rite became an imperative duty, and 
worehippers vied with each other in the 
liberality of their offerings. It was 
physical or practical prayer. 

Society has sounded the praises of the 
Charity Ball, wherein the most lavish 
offerings of personal adornment were 
displayed. Was there not a sacrifice to 
a sentiment, the subtle promptings to 
which are mysterious and complex ? 

In the month of Ramadam the Moslem 
world is quickened to the most devout 
activity. The numerous mosques 
throughout all Moslem lands are-crowd- 
ed with worshippers during this month. 
Devotions and prayers are observed five 
times a day regularly. No degree of 
business pressure will cause the follower 
of the Prophet to negleet the forms of 
his faith. 

The idea among the ancient reformers 
indicated that a religion, to be effective, 
must operate upon the material man as 
well as upon his mentality, The more 
ignorant the tribe or nation, the greater 
the necessity of appealing with force 
to the physical senses. Hence the effi- 
cacy of sacrifices and incense, pictures 
of images, tithes and prayers, altars and 
sacred robes among the unlettered wor- 
shippers of idols, the polytheists — of 
Greece and Rome and the followers of 
the Mosaic ordinances. 

Primitive Christianity advanced slowly 
until Constantine adopted a long list of 
feast and fast days and ‘times for the 
observance of a myriad of ceremonies, 
and adorned itself with the tinsel and 
pageantry of Diana of the Ephesians 
and the many material gods and god- 
the ancients, It then took 
possession of the vast’empire of Rome, 
and ruled with an iron hand for many 
centuries, 

The capacity for thought and reflec- 
tion in law and religion has been an 
evolution out of forms. The first trials 
in law were represented in pantomime 
of the subject of the controversy by the 
disputants before the judge. Hence the 
adaptation, @mong other rites, of the 
sacrifice, 

The objects of sacrifice have been 
Various and valuable in every part of the 
world. The Kamechatkans, however, 
offer nothing valuable to their gods but 
what is valueless to themselves. 

The Copts kill a sheep, lamb or kid at 
a marriage for the use of the guests at 
the bridegroom's house. 

Palmer's Koran refers to the ancient 
custom of human sacrifice as either ex- 
tinct or abolished by Mohammed.

SACRIFICES OF LIFE. 
The most valuable sacrifice that can 
possibly be made is the human being, 


common among the savages of the South 
Islands. In Mexico, the brutality 
of the practice was excused by the fact 
of the victim being an enemy. Cattle 
are next esteemed in value, and the 
largest ox in herds is selected. 

The Soo Soos, of West Africa, are so 
careful to propitiate their deity that 
they never undertake any affair of im- 
portance until they have sacrificed to 
him a bullock. Other edible domestic 
animals are held worthy of the honor of 
sacrifice. 

The American Indian sacrificed dogs on 
the borders of difficult roads or by the 
side of rapide. 

‘In China the animals slain are bul- 
locks, heifers, sheep and pigs. 

Bullocks, goats and sheep were the 
chief sacrificial animals of the Jews, se- 
lected with great care to be without 
blemish. 

An actual sacrifice of something the 
owner valued is the general practice. 

We cover the coffin of the dead with 
flowers ; the grave is often lined with 
them. teverence and respect go with 
these tributes. The custom is a form of 
sacrifice and will not soon pass away.

meates the monotheistic scriptures, em- 
bracing Judaism, Christianity and Islam- 
ism, but to a marked degree less in the 
oslem rite. 
Leviticus, or the third book of Moses 
of the Old Testament, abounds in sacri- 
cial ordinance. 


SACRIFICE IN THE KORAN. 


These are the references to sacrifice in 
the Koran: 

“And when Moses said unto his peo- 
ple, ‘ Verily, God commandeth you to 
sacrifice a cow,’ they answered, ‘ Dost 
thou make a jest of us? Moses said, 
— forbid that I be one of the fool- 
is ty 

“They said, ‘Pray for us and show 
us what cow it is.’ Moses answered, 
“He saith she is neither an old cow, nor 
@& young heifer, but of a middle age, be- 
tween both; do ye therefore that which 
ye are commanded.’ 

“ They said, ‘Pray for us unto thy 
Lord, that he would show us what color 
she is of,’ 

* Moses answered, ‘ He saith, she is @ 
red cow, intensely red—her color re- 
joiceth the beholders.” They said, ‘Pray 
for us unto thy Lord, that he would 
further show us what cow it is, for sev- 
eral cows with us are like one another, 
aud we, if God please, will be directed, 
Moses answered, ‘He saith, She is a 
cow not broken to plough the earth or 
Water the field, a sound one—there is 
no blemish in her.’ They said, ‘ Now 
hast thou brought the truth.’ Then 
they sacrificed her, yet they wanted but 
little of leaving it undone. 

“Strike the dead body with part of 
the sacrificed cow. So God raised the 
dead to life. 

* All sorts of cattle are allowed unto 
you to eat, except those forbidden. 

“Whoso maketh valuable offerings 
unto God, verily they proceed from the 
piety of men’s hearts. Ye receive vari- 
ous advantages from the cattle designed 
for sacrifices, until a determined time 
for slaying them; then the place of sac- 


| 


rificiug them is at the ancient house. 
Unto the professors of every religion 


have we appointed certain rites, that 
they may commemorate the name of 
God on slaying them. 
SYMBOLISM OF SACRIFICES. 

“The camels siain for sacrifice have 
We appointed for you as symbols of your 
obedience unto God. Ye also receive 
other advantages from them. Wherefore 
commemorate the name of God over 
them when ye slay them, standing on 
their feet disposed in right order, snd 
when they are fallen down dead eat of 
them and give to eat thereof both unto 
him who is content with what is given 
him without asking and unto him who 


asketh. 
‘ ‘thus have we given you domiaion 
over them that ye might return = us 


thanks. Their flesh is not accepted of 
God, neither their blood, but your piety 
is accepted of him.”-—The Pilgrimage, 
chapter 22. 

“Ye are forbidden to eat that which 
dieth of itself, and blood, and swine’s 
flesh, and that on which the name of any 
besides God hath beeu invocated, and 
that which hath been strangled or «ill- 
ed by a blow or by a fall or bythe horns 
of another beast, and that which outh 
been eaten by a wild beast, except what 
ye shall kill yourselves, and tnat which 
hath been sacrificed unto idols. Dut 
Whosoever shall be driven by necessity 
through hunger to eat of what we have 
forbidden, not designing to sin, surely 
God will be indulgent and mere:ful to 
him.”—The Table, chapter 5. 

PRIVILEGES OF THE FAITHFUL. 

“Tt is lawful for you to fish in the sea 
and to eat that which ye shail catch, 
as provision for you and for those who 
trave!l, but it is unlawful for you to 
hunt by land while ye are performing 
the rights of pilgrimage. 

“Our messengers also came formerly 
with Abraham with good tidings. They 
said, ‘Peace be upon thee,’ and he an- 
swered, ‘And on you be peace!’ And 
he tarried not, but brought a roasted 
ealf. And when he saw that their hands 
did not touch the meat he misiiked 
them, and entertained fear of them. 

“And God hath given you some cattle 
fit for bearing burdens, and some fit for 
slaughter only. Eat of what God hath 
given you for food. 

“Unto the Jews did He forbid every 
beast having an undivided hoof, and of 
bullocks and sheep He forbade them the 
fat of both, except that which should be 
on their backs, or their inwards, or 
Which should be intermixed with the 
bone.”"—Cattle, chapter 6. 

To illustrate the mysterious power of 
custom long establjshed, though not 
commanded by the Koran, cireumsionu, a 
Judaic adaptation, is observed through- 
out the Moslem world. This rite is a 
creation of the East, and prevailed 
from time immemorial. 

THE MOSLEM SACRIFICE. 

The Moslem sacrifice is a devout offer- 
ing to God and a commendable act of 
charity at the same time. The flesh is 
freely distributed to “him who is con 
tent with what is given him witheut 
asking, and unto him who asketh.” 

It is a covenant of Iklam to worship 
no God but Him, to follow His law as 
revealed by Moses, Jesus and Mohammed, 
to avoid as abominations of satan wine 
in any forin, idols, games of chanee and 
divinations ; to eat no flesh of swine, nor 
blood, nor things strangled, nor food of- 
fered to idols, nor the flesh of any ani- 
mal killed without invoking God's for- 
giveness.”” (Bismillah Allah Akbar.) Thus 
every animal killed for food is in a sense 
& sacrifice enjoining compassion during 
the act and consequent forgivences for 
it. 

Duing a pilgrimage sicrif'e:® ate made 
According to the will of the pilgrim, 
one or many, according to his means. No 
money can be borrowed for any expense 
attending this observance. Sheep, cattle, 
camels, perfect and without blemish, are 
brought from a distance or purchased in 
the city and killed on the sand. 

Throughout the Sultan's dominions the 
faithful observe the obligation of sacri- 
fice, and perform a solemn fast for three 
days, called Eedoo'l-Qoorban, that is 
to say, the festival of the sacrifice. This 
begins June 10th. The people dress up, 
attend prayer in the mosque, visit each 
other and make presents to servants. 

Sacrifices are usual when a boy is three 
years old and his head ia shaved fok the 
first time. A sheep, goat or kid is killed 
and the meat cooked and eaten or given 
to the poor. This was a custom of the 
ancient Arabs before Mohammed's time, 
and was tolerated by him to conziliate 
the Pagan Arabs. The victim is caljed in 
Arabic aqeeqah (akeekah,) that is, the 
means of redeeming (the son). 

The tombe of saints are numerous and 
their memories are venerated at any 
time by means of the sacrifice. Vows of 
gratitude are made On these oecasions for 
certain fulfilmente. An animal selected 
for this purpose is marked and turned 
out to graze until taken. 

At the funeral of 4 rich person the 
flesh of ano animal killed is given to all 
who honor the occasion with their pres- 
ence. This custom is called in Arabic 
el-kaffarah (the expiation) for it is in- 
tended to expiate, or ask that the short- 
comings of the dead be forgotten. 

The name of Allah is commemorated 
devoutedly at every sacrifice (Dismal- 
lah Allah Akbar). The flesh of the slain 
4nimal is g@aken by whomsoever, and if 
there is more than enough the remainder 
is removed to the desert and buried. A’! 
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ordure of blood ic removed by the sani- 
tary corps and disposed of ia the same 
manner. A smal! tax is levied on each 
Pilgrim for this purpose. 

OFFERINGS AT MECCA. 

Pilgrims from the whole Moslem world 
assemble at Mecca, generally in the 
mouth of Dulhagee (June), the month of 
the pilgrimage. In the space of one 
quarter of an hour, in the valley of 
Wadymuna, thousands of cheep and coats 
are slaughtered. The throat is cut with 
the animal facing the Kaaba. 

The extraordinary virtue ascribed to 
bread and wine. typical of the <acrifice, 
or the Lord’s Supper, is prevalen in 
this land, and the fact of eating and 
drinking them in faith is held to exercise 
& mystic efficacy over the life of | the 
communicant. 

“Christianity,” says Amberly, * offers 
only an apparent exception to the cule 
of the universal predominance of this 
idea. We do not find among Christians 
the periodical and stated = offerinss. 
either of animais or the products of the 
soil, but the idea is carried to its ex- 
treme limits in that religion.” /Had it 
not been for the absolute necessity of 
propitiating the Mosaic God there would 
have been no reason for the execution of 
the Perfect Man, Christ. The theory was 
inexorable—without this sacrifice God 
could not forgive the offences of man- 
kind. 

Prayer and sacrifice are seen to be the 
most primitive and most ‘ral 
methods by which man approaches thos:

The internal teinperature of trees has 
been investigated in Belgiass by M. W.

The mean annual tem perature 
of a tree is practically the same aa that 
of the surrounding air, but the monthly 
means differ by several degrees. Heat 
changes as transmitted slowly to the 
heart of a tree, the temperature of the 
interior differing eometimes as much as 
10 degrees C. from that of the air. 
When the air temperature is below ireez 
ing point of its sap, and ip the hot days 
of summer the internal temperature wae 
not known to vary more than 2 degrees 
from 15 degrees C. (59 degrees F.)—In- 
vention.

Heather coutains a yellow coloring 
matter which is known as “ ericin,” and 
is obtained by keeping the plant at the 
boil for half an hour with one part of 
alum to ten of the plant and thirty of 
water. A German chemist has exam- 
ined the blossoms, leaves, stalks and 
roots of the plants separately, and has 
made dye-trials on mordanted cotton, 
with the following results: 

On cotton mordanted with a strong 
iron mordant, the blossoms gave & red- 
dish gray-brown or dark mode color; 
the stalks a yellowish drab, and the 
roote a light red drab. On cotton mor- 
danted with a weak iron mordant the 
blossoms gave a reddish gray, the 
leaves a yellowish gray; the stalks 4 
very light yellowish chamois, and the 
roots a reddish gray medium chamois. 
A strong alumina mordant gave with 
the blossoms a reddish medium mode 
color ; with the leaves, & yellowish mode 
color; with the stalks, a very light red- 
dish cream color, and with the roots, 4 
flesh color. A weak alumina mordant 
gave, with the blossoms, a drab; with 
the leaves, a light reddish yellow mode 
color, and with the stalks, a very light 
reddish cream; while the roots gave a 
light flesh color. The blossoms dyed 
on chrome-mordanted cotton a_ full 
chamois shade, and the whole plant, a 
yellow drab. The author is of opinion 
that an extract of the leaves and blos- 
soms could be used in dyeing and print- 
ing. 

On wool no mordant is required, and 
creams, chamois and flesh colors are pro- 
duced according to the part of the plant 
used. The use of chrome as a mordant 
results in the production of more intense 
shadea; it may be added direct to the 


dyebath.

“It must be some one I met at the 


THE HORNET JS A HUMMER. 


The English Torpedo Boat Holds 
the World’s Record. 


MAKES 28 KNOTS AN HOUR. 


A Crait That Can Overhaul Any Vessel 
Afieat—She Has Wade a Great Record 
And She May Deo Better in Future. < 


The English torpedo destroyer Hornet, 
which is undoubtedly the fastest boat in 
the world, having made 28 knots an 
hour, is one of more than 30 vessels of 
a similar type ordered from several of 
firms in England at a cost of from £33,- 
500 to £39,000. Two of these boats were 
made by Yarrow & Co. They are the 
Havock and the Hornet, says the New 
York Sun. They were built exactly 
alike in every detail except their boilers. 
The Havock was fitted with locomotive 
boilers and the Hornet with the Yarrow 
patent wat@r-tube boiler. 

The disadvantage under which ordin- 
ary first-class torpedo boats labor is 
their loss of speed in a heavy sea, and 
Admiral Fisher, the British Controller, 
conceived the idea of constructing these 
larger and more powerful craft after 
the torpedo type for the purpose of over- 
hauling the torpedo boats in 4 storm. 

The Hornet is a twin-screw boat, 180 
feet long and 18 feet 6 inches beam. 
The deck has a rise of eight inches, and 
she has the long, easy bows and rising 
floor characteristic of the Poplar boats. 
A turtle-back hood protects all her for- 
ward parts, and unlike most such con- 
structions heretofore, it extends from 
the bow back to,the after part of the 
conning tower. The propellers are three- 
bladed. The engines are of the tri-com- 
pound type adopted by the firm, having 
cylinders 18 inches, 26 inches and 3¥ 1-2 
inches in diameter by 15 inch stroke. 

Under the elevated turtle deck for- 
ward is a lofty forecastie in which some 
of the crew are berthed. The next com- 
partment, back of the conning tower 
with its steering gear, is also given up 
to berths, and abaft a separate compart- 
ment is given to the cook, with fresh 
water tanks and two berths. From the 
galley to the engine room are the boiler 
compartments with two sets of Yarrow 
water-tube boilers. Next comes the en- 
gine room, with two sets of inverted 
triple-expansion engines, capable of de- 
veloping collectively 3,600 horse-power, 
each set of engines driving a screw. In 
the same compartment are two suriace 
condensers, two centrifugal pumps and 
engines for driving them, fan engines, 
steam bilge pump, evaporator and distil- 
ler air-compressing engines and engine 
dynamo for the search light, and the 
engine for steering the boat. Next 
come two cabins for the men of the 
engine room and the officers’ mess room 
With its pantry. Last of all, at the 
stern is a large storage room. 

The armament cousists of an 18-inch 
bow torpedo tube for firing directly 
ahead, and two 18-inch swivel torpedo 
tubes for side firing, placed on the 
turntable aft. Ou the forward conning 
tower, well elevated above the water 
line, is a 12-pound quick-firing gun. 
There are two 6-pound quick-firing guns, 
one on each side, and a six-pounder plac- 
ed on @ high stand near the stern. There 
is a water-tight flat, or lower deck, just 
above the water line, from the stem to 
the forward stoke hold, adding greatly 
to the safety of the boat in case of col- 
lision. Under the floors of the cabins 
are spaces for magazines and stores. 
The coal-carrying capacity is 60 tons, 
which are stored in bunkers along each 
side of the boiler compartments. The 
supply is believed to be sufficient for a 
run of 4,000 miles at a ten-knot speed. 
The complement of officers and men is 


42. 
The stipulated speed of the Hornet 


was 27 knots with a load of 35 tons on 
board. She was required to make A&A 
three-hours’ run in the open sea. Ac- 


cording to Mr. Horace See, who repre- 
genta Yarrow & Co., at 1 Broadway, a 
greater speed than 28 knots was expect- 


ed. On the trial trip of the Havock, 
last November, it was said that, al- 
thongh the maximum boiler pressure 


was 180 pounds, the test was made 
with an average of only 160 pounds, 
because Mr. Yarrow desired to show 
that the required speed of 26 knota could 
be made with ease. The Havock at- 
tained more than 27 knots. It is prob- 
able that he maintained the same pol- 
icy in this trial, and that the possible 
speed of each boat in an emergency 
would be greater than that recorded. 


ALCOHOL iND SPARROWS. 


Cotton-stea'ing Birds Were 
Captered.

The English sparrows have proved a 
nuisance in the cotton country, for as 
soon as the balls open they pick out 
the cotton and carry it off, and some 
planters have lost, as they claim, hun- 


dreds of pounds in this way. There is 
one man, however, in De Witt county 
that has not lost much. When he found 


the sparrows were committing depreda- 
tions he produced a quantity of . wheat, 


soaked it in sweetened whiskey, and 
strewed it along the rows. The spar- 
rows found it, and thought they hada 
picnic. So they had, but in 15 or 20 


minnutes there was the tipsiest lot of 
English sparrows ever seen on the face of 
the earth. They rolled about the ground 
falling on their sides and back and kick- 


ing their heels into the air like a par- 
cel of drunkards, all the while utter- 
ing the most comical squeaks. They 
did not have long to squeak, however, 
for the boys gathered them up and 
threw them into bags. The first day 
they gathered two bushels of drunken 


Three or four days later the 
experiment was repeated with almost 
equal success, and from time to time 
since. They made excellent potpie, but 
the survivors have come to regard the 
plantation as hoodooed, for now very 
few come about it.—Galveston News.

STUDIES IN GORILLA LANGUAGE. 


Convineed That Each Vartety ofthe Meekey 
Species Bas an b Mictent ppehem lang 
wmage—Garser's Life in a Cage. 


Professor Rk. L. Garner, the sturdy Vir- 
ginian who lived in a cage for 101 days 
in the wilderness home of the African 
gorilla for the purpose of obtaining ev1- 
dence to support his theory that mopbk- 
eys have a language of their own, has 
arrived in New York. 

The Professor left New York in July, 
1892, and his adventures since that time 
have been quite as novel as the theory 10 
support of which his strange journey was 
made. . 

To hear Professor Garner tell how he 
sat at night in the wildest spot in Equa- 
torial Africa, with no companions except 
a tame chimpanzee, a native servant and 
a Winchester repeater, and listen to the 
hair raising screams of the gorillas which 
surrounded the cage that served as his 
home, is decidedly novel. To hear him 
repeat the speech in which one of the 
man monkeys warned his fellows of the 
invader’s arrival is more than that. 

Professor Garner has long been inter- 
ested in the language of the monkey 
tribe. Years ago, while he was watching 
some monkeys in Lincoln Park, Chicago, 
he noticed that a big mandril which was 
in the cage seemed to inspire the smaller 
monkeys with intense fear. Then a small 
moukey emitted a peculiar exclamation. 
The others seemed to understand the 
signal, and got out of the mandrils reach 
in @ hurry. 

The keen-eyed professor wondered what 
the sentinel monkey had said. ‘That the 
animal's speech had been a warning 
couched in intelligent language he did 
not doubt. And there his investigation 
of the monkey speech began. 

The traveller left New York for Africa 
in the summer of 1892. He heard of 
Cleveland’s election while on the upper 
waters of the Ogowe River, which emp- 
ties into the sea near Cape Lopez. 

He carried with him the section of @ 
Wire cage, which, when joined together, 
formed anu enclosure about ten feet 
square. He set up his cage at the edge 
of a tract of forest, which was the 
home of countless gorillas, dismissed all 
his followers, except a native boy, who 
acted as valet and water carrier, and 
sat down to wait for an opportunity to 
examine the big monkeys at close quar- 
ters. 

The cries of strange animals made the 
night sufficiently hideous to warrant the 
professor's belief that he had found the 
right spot. He had not heard the ery 
of the gorilla upto that time, aud when 
from time to time a how] of unusual 
power was heard outside the cage he 
kept asking the native boy if that were 
the voice of the king of apes. The boy 
replied continually in the nagative, aud 
when the first night of the professors 
residence in his wire house was half goue 
he began to get discouraged. 

“And then,” he said to me yesterday 
afternoon, when I saw him at the Madi- 
son Avenue Hotel, “ something screamed 
in the bush only a few feet away. I tell 


——— = 


you frankly I have never heard any 
sound so terrible, aud it was simply hair 
raising. 


“The boy had been just about to fall 
asleep. ‘It is a gorilla,’ he said in 4 
whisper, and then he proceeded to shake 
with terror, uutil the cage actually rat- 
tied. Well, we didn’t see the author of 
the disturbance that night, but the boy 
had had enough of the jungle. “I sent 
him out after a jar of water next day. 
That was in May last. 1 suppose he is 
still looking for that water, and at all 
events I have never seen him since." 

“| never spoke to any of them,’ the 
Professor said yesterday, ‘ but an Esyra 
man once interpreted the speech which he 
heard one of a number of chimpanzees 
making in the bush close to the cage. 
This is his story, not mine. 

“He said that this particular chim- 
panzee warned the others that 4 * shoot- 
man’ had come among them and would 
attempt to kill them. The speaker was 
some distance from the other chimpan- 
zees and he advised them not to cross 
the open space between them, 4s by #0 
doing they would give the ‘shoot-man 4 
—that was myself—a chance to fire. 

“According to the Esyra man the 
chimpanzee suggested that the party sep- 
arate and meet later on in safety deeper 
in the bush.” 

Professor Garner is a little suspicious 
of the Esyra man’s veracity, but he says 
it is generally believed by the natives 
that the chimpanzees have @ language 
and converse just as men do. The gor- 
illas which be saw always walked on all 
fours. From his observations he thinks 
naturalists have much yet to learn. 

Here are some words which are select- 
ed from the monkey vocabulary, as Pro- 
fesaor Garner understands it: 

W-h-o-o-e, meaning food, bananas and 
the like. 

C-h-u-y, drink, water,milk. 

C-h-i, the sound used to attract at- 
tention, equivalent to the “Say,” or 
“Look here’ of everyday parlance. 

E-g-e-k, the cry of alarm, meaning 
“danger,” or @ similar word,expressive 
of warning. 

He paid a visit to the Central Park 
“Zoo” yesterday afternoon for the pur- 
pose of seeing Chico, but the chimpan 
zee had been removed. 

Professor Garner will remain here for 
a few days and then go to Cincinnati to 
see his wife. He is a stoutly built, 
good looking man of 46. He was born 
in Abingdon, Va., and fought in the 
Confederate ranks during the Civil War.

Mr. Clarke (Toronto) rose to make an 
explanation with reference to a etate- 
ment which had ared in the Toronto 
World, and which also been printed 
in the Globe of some days ago. The 
matter referred to wasa statement that 
he had endeavored to obtain pay from 
the Dominion Government for two extra 
days in connection with the Prohibition 
Commission. He said that in sending 
in his account, he fad included the two 
days spent in travelling. He had be- 
lieved himself entitled to the allowance. 
The account was returned to him to have 
these days struck off; this, however. he 
had refused to do, but had asked that 
the matter be referred to the Anditor- 
General for his decision. The latter 
had said that the rules governing the 
civil service did not apply, and that he 
(Mr. Clarke) could not be allowed the 
amount. He had thereupon expressed 
his perfect compliance with the ruling, 
and bad deducted the extra days from 
his bill. He trusted that the papers 
mentioned would correct this state- 
ment, which had evidently been made in 
mistake. 

Mr. Hardy rose to correct a report 
which hid appeared in the Empire, in 
which his speech in reply to Mr. Wood 


(Hastings), made a few evenings aso, 
had been misquoted. He had _ been re- 
ported as having said that if he had 


heard the hon. member's explanation of 
the figures which had caused the discus- 
sion, he would not have criticized them 
as he did.
